The author’s reputation as a scientist is so well estab- 
lished that we cannot pass this work without gem | 
somewhat fully the ground over which he has gone an 
the results which he has established. 

Part L., covering the first df, pages, gives a General 
Description of the Scenery, Climate, Harbors, Waters. 
Vegetation, Birds, Roads, Historical Localities, Ruined 
Forts, etc., and is illustrated with numerous cuts. The 
early histories have been carefully gleaned for any light 
they could give upon these topics. Having given this 
carefully prepared general description, the author next 
takes up in Part II., the Physiography, including 
Meteorology, etc., of the islands. Meteorological obser- 
vations for a a inclusive, are given in tabular form. 
The Principal Productions and Exports are historically 
treated at some length. 

Part III., which fills the ter portion of the volume 
relates to the Changes in the Flora and Fauna due to 
Man, with a sketch of the Discovery and Early History. 
This sketch includes an account of the Historical Ship- 
wrecks. The early cultivation of tobacco and the sale of 
the Indians captured in the Pequot and King Philip’s 
wars, as slaves, form interesting features of this section. 

The Fora of the islands is treated in several sec- 
tions under the Se titles: The Character and 
Origin of the Original Flora.— Destructive Effects of 
Wild Hogs (before 1612); Wood Rats; Snails ; is 
etc.— Effects of Deforesting.— Introduction of Useful 
Plants and Injurious Weeds.— Principal Introduced 
Shade Trees and Ornamental Shrubs. 

In the section relating to the effects of Deforesting we 
have an interesting account of the Yellow-wood Tree, 
which was common and well distributed over the 
islands at the time of the early settlements, but of which 
in 1876, Governor Lefray knew of but one tree about 
ten inches in diameter, east of Paynter’s Vale. This 
account of the “ Yellow-wood Tree and the Legends of 
Buried Treasures” associated with it forms one of the 
most romantic portions of Bermudian History. 

The Fauna of the islands, as might be expected, 
occupies a considerable portion of the volume. This 
subject is divided into several sections with the followin 
titles: The Extermination or Partial Extermination o: 
Native Birds. (Under this heading we have long and 
interesting descriptions of the “ Cahow” and “ Pimlico” 
of the ony settlers.)— Partial Extermination of the 
Whales.— Extermination of Breeding Sea Turtles; the 
Lizard.
